1 ) On our Ash Wednesday worship on February 21 ... 

Come join us for a wonderful night! From the super soup supper served by our council ministries, to the Holden Prayer Service, 
to the Lenten dramas which we always enjoy... we will be blessed! Since our Wednesday worship attendance took a nice jump 
last year, we'll have two services for Wednesdays this year — 4:30 & 7:00 with soup supper in between . We hope that this new 
4:30 Lenten service will be an attractive option for older folks who might be reluctant to drive after dark and for younger families 
who would like to get their kids home earlier! 

Our Lenten crosses last year were a "big hit," so our dramas this year will focus on "Cross/Peace." Each week 
households will receive an artifact to hang on their cross: a stone, coin, purple cloth, nail, dice, sponge, 
and our Lenten dramas will focus on these weekly themes. Pastor Bruce, Nanette and Diane have done an 
outstanding job of planning this inspirational Lenten season with an FCLC written devotional book, weekly 
preaching topics, and our Lenten dramas for our Wednesday worship services. Once again each of our council 
ministries will be taking a turn setting up and cleaning up for the soup suppers. So far, it's worked out great! 
We hope you'll observe Lent with us this year and join us for a very special season of fellowship and worship 
as we "draw nearto God"during these 40 days of fasting and prayer.

We have a growing number of visitors who have become"regulars"around here for our worship services and so we are hoping 
for another good sized group at our next FCLC Orientation on February 25th and March 4th! A special thanks to Nanette for 
organizing orientations and to our Fellowship Ministry for organizing the lunch after worship on Sunday March 4th. Once again, 
we've really been blessed with a lot of growth! 

4) On our stewardship this year... 

The "good news" is that we had a great year last year, and the "good news" is that our offerings are up from last year. Nevertheless, 
general giving is off to a bit of a slow start with reference to our 2007 budget. Can you help? Although over 20 households did 
not provide any financial support year, we really do believe that "everybody's got something to offer!"God bless you for sharing 
generously of your time & talents and treasure for the work of the kingdom of God! 

5) On our new "Grief Support" Group... 

As Pastor Bruce mentioned, Steve and Denise Lauerman will be leading an ongoing grief group here on Thursday evenings, start- 
ing February 1 5. They will be using some DVDs by an organization called GriefShare. These are excellent materials, with lots of 
good insights from people who have themselves experienced grief. As you know, we've had a growing number of funerals this 
past year and we pray that as a church, we can be a faithful family in providing love & support. 

6) On summer youth opportunities... 

We're thrilled once again to have over 50 of our youth signed up to go on a workcamp mission trip this summer. What a wonder- 
ful witness to families in need, that young people in our country care enough to reach out, that they would sacrifice their time 
and their talents, when clearly they could be simply making money or spending money going to sports camps, etc. Sometimes 
our actions are the "loudest sermon"our neighbors will hear! 

We are excited about financial support we received from our new FCLC Endowment for kids who want to attend Sky Ranch Camp 
this summer . Last summer, about 1 7 of us had a wonderful week of fun and fellowship and faith-building in the beautiful Rocky 
Mountains west of Fort Collins. This is always one of my favorite weeks of the summer and I'm hoping that this summer we can 
grow our numbers . Throug h the years, I've often heard kids say that they grew closer to God at camp than any other time in their 
lives. How do you hang a "price-tag" on that!!?? Give it some thought and prayer if you have a middle schooler in yourfamily.

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Lately, I have been thinking a lot about an upcom- 
ing trip to Turkey with a number of members of Faith 
Community in April. In planning for this pilgrimage, I 
recently looked carefully at some items in my basement 
that my wife and I had saved from our trip there in 1 988 
- a number of guidebooks, pictures, maps, etc. 

Soon I made a significant discovery. Among those items 
of Turkish memorabilia there was something of imme- 
diate practical value that I could take along and use on 
this year's trip.... cash! in genuine Turkish lira no less! 

Yes, somehow we had brought home with us some 
2,100 Turkish lira in paper money... plus a nice little 50- 
lira coin. I don't happen to be at all sentimental where 
this kind of thing is concerned, so I thought how nice it 
was that we had saved this and that now, some nine- 
teen years later, I could use this as a head start on food 
or souvenir purchases this April. 

But then, a few days later, I happened to learn of a slight 
impediment to my monetary plans. It seems that Turkey 
has had something called inflation. How much infla- 
tion? According to a book on theTurkish language that 
I bought recently, the country's currency has inflated 
so much that, as of 2003 - at least, one American dollar 
was the equivalent of 1,200,000 Turkish lira. "You need 
hundreds of thousands of lira," it said, "just to buy a 
snack." So, let's see.... my 2,150 leftover lira would buy... 
what? 

Perhaps there's a broader lesson here, namely this: 
Don't expect to live on yesterday's capital! Life is meant 
to be lived on the grow! If I had been able to invest 
those original lira at a decent rate, I could be a billion- 
aire today! .... (in Turkish money, of course). But of course 
I didn't do so. 

It is similar with Christian faith. If we adults are trying 
only to live off the capital of vague childhood memo- 
ries from Sunday school, we are probably not very well 
equipped to handle today's challenges to faith. 



Or take worship. No warm memories of worship some- 
where in the past can replace a regular Sunday-by-Sun- 
day involvement today... and likewise with the need to 
use regularly the gifts and talents and opportunities that 
God gives us. 

In short, life is an investment, and investments must be 
kept active. Do you recall Jesus' parable of the talents in 
Matthew 25? One man was roundly criticized by Jesus... 
not because he had only one talent, but because he"hid 
it in the ground." If you do that, not even 2,1 50 Turkish 
lira will get you very far. 

On another subject.... Steve and Denise Lauerman will 
be leading an ongoing grief group here on Thursday 
evenings, starting February 15. 1 have seen some of the 
DVDs they will be using... something by an organization 
called GriefShare. I am impressed. This is excellent mate- 
rial, with lots of good insights from people who have 
themselves experienced grief. On a personal note, I was 
rather stunned when one of the DVDs showed a woman 
whom I once knew when she was a member of the 
church in Fort Collins where I was pastor years ago. I had 
lost touch with her and had no idea that a son of hers 
had died. But grief is widespread, and there is no better 
place to express it and learn from it and grow through it 
than in the church. 

Let me know, please, if you would like further informa- 
tion about this excellent opportunity coming soon to 
Faith Community. I really believe that this will be a sig- 
nificant experience of healing for many, a "journey from 
mourning to joy," as someone in GriefShare put it. 

Life is a journey, meant for growth. Thanks be to God 
that we can grow together as a faith community.

GRACE SAVED! 

Following is the majority of Grace Lutheran's Thanksgiving letter. 

This Thanksgiving marks our second Thanksgiving since Hurricane Katrina (August 29, 2005) changed our lives forever. 
Grace Lutheran Church stood in approximately seven feet of water for almost two weeks, causing over $1.3 million in dam- 
ages. With insurance payments of just $403,000, we were not sure what our future would be. Virtually everything on the 
first level was destroyed; our sanctuary, office, narthex, fellowship hall, kitchen, daycare facility and classrooms. 

Our congregation was scattered to the far corners of the country. Gradually, they began to return to assess their damaged 
homes, neighborhoods, and businesses and to pick up the pieces. Many lived near our church in the Lakeview area of New 
Orleans and suffered extensive flooding. Worship services were held in a local funeral home chapel beginning in October. 
We were thrilled and thankful to be able to return to the church building for our Easter services. Donations of chairs, hym- 
nals and an organ were blessings from churches around the country. The church had been gutted by tireless volunteers 
(angels). 

This experience has changed the lives of our congregation and community forever. Though so much was lost, we feel that 
so much more was gained. The outpouring of prayers, volunteer workers, and gifts offered and monetary donations given 
have displayed clearly that God's power is working through his people. We are so very grateful for your prayers and gifts to 
Grace Church. We have received approximately $290,000 in donation of money, time and replacement items. Although 
we're not back to "normal" yet, we are about 75% of where we were before the storm. We honestly did not know if we 
would be able to open the church doors again. We could not have done it without you! 

There still is much to do, however. The neighborhood of Lakeview needs our help; the majority of the area remains much 
the same as it was immediately following the storm. Through our rebuilding effort, we hope to be an inspiration to other 
residents and businesses in the area. It is our intention to host volunteer groups at the church for months to come. With 
God's help and yours, "we are making all things new." 

This thanksgiving we give thanks to God and each and every one of you. May God bless you.

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Library Notes: Are YOU Reading? 



If you are, you have lots of company at our FCLC Library. In 2006, 1 578 items [books and VCRs] were checked out of 
the library. The circulated materials covered the range of all library holdings with children's books and Christian fiction 
most heavily used. Visit the library often in 2007 and please let the librarians know what you would like to read! 



Since summer 2003, just over 3000 items have been cataloged for FCLC library and nearly 60 per cent 
of them have been gifts - both new and used. Members and friends of members have helped build a collec- 
tion that serves as a resource for educational programs and other ministries, as well as providing a great selec- 
tion of personal reading for all ages. 

Gifts to the library can be a thoughtful way to honor a special someone on a birthday, anniversary, 
or in recognition of a valuable service. Gifts can also be a lasting memorial and reflect the interests of the 
honoree or meet a special need in the library. Bookplates are created for these gifts and placed in each book. 
Other gifts of new and gently used books are cataloged and added if they help meet the goals for the collec- 
tion. Ask a librarian if you have any questions about possible gifts or memorials.

That was the caption under a picture of two British youngsters engrossed in their books which illustrated 
an article in the December 23 issue of The Economist. The article discussed the Reading Recovery program to be 
nationally implemented in England to help children who are struggling the most to be able to read properly. They 
reported that international research tends to find that by the time British children leave primary school they are 
reading well by international standards, but read less often for fun than those elsewhere. "Tellingly, the inspec- 
tors said that when they asked why it is good to be able to read, children were more likely to say that it would help 
them to do well in tests or get a good job than that reading was enjoyable. 

"This matters not only because children who are keen on reading can look forward to lifelong pleasure, 
but because loving books is an excellent predictor of future educational success. According to the OECD (Organi- 
sation for Economic Co-operation and Development), being a regular and enthusiastic reader is more of an advan- 
tage than having well-educated parents in good jobs."
